“We stand a great risk of losing the building, but at the 
same time we are putting a lot of pressure on the historic preser¬ 
vation community to come up with some way of saving the 
building before that happens,” said Stephanie Berry, chair¬ 
woman of the Gables Historic Preservation Board. 

The Coliseum, at 1500 Douglas Rd., was built by Gables 
founder George Merrick in 1927. It has been vacant since 1987.
